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COMMENTS 
Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: independent 
claim 1 , defines a method for screenprinting and embroidering designs onto a material 
comprising the steps of registering a support frame for proper alignment in an 
embroidery machine and a screenprinting machine. The support frame is inserted into 
a recess formed in a screenprint platen such that the top surface of the support frame is 
flush with a top surface of the platen. The material is attached to the top of the platen 
and covers a central aperture formed by the support frame and is then screenprinted. 
The frame is then removed from the platen and installed onto the embroidering machine 
for stitching the material. Claim 13 defines an apparatus for securely holding a material 
during application of a design by screenprinting and embroidering comprising a support 
frame formed of a rigid material having a central aperture. Means are provided for 
installing the support frame onto an embroidery machine and means for aligning the 
frame for proper registration in the embroidery machine and the screenprinting machine. 
A screenprint platen is provided having a recess form in a top surface thereof, the 
recess having a shape similar to the support frame and a depth sufficient for the top 
surface of the support frame to be flush with a top surface of the screen platen. The 
dependent claims further limit the method and apparatus of the independent claims.

Pertinent Citations 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Allen (as provided by applicant) illustrates an alignment device 
for use in screenprinting and embroidery. The device includes embroidery hoops, which 
are aligned using an alignment table with a clamping platen. The material and patterns 
are aligned and then alignment and pattern templates are placed in within the inner 
hoop in preparation for screenprinting. With the pattern template in the hoop, the 
pattern is then screenprinted. The frame with the material and platen is removed from 
the alignment table and is placed onto the sewing machine for embroidery. Guenther 
illustrates an alignment platen for accommodating an embroidery hoop and garment. 
Jones illustrates a holder for holding materials during embroidery. Kwang illustrates an 
embroidery hoop for supporting a material and an auxiliary hoop assembly 
accommodated within the first hoop for placement of a pattern. French et al. illustrate a 
fabric holder including mounting arms for placement onto an embroidery machine. 
Oleson illustrates a screen printing registration system. Hambright illustrates a backing 
board for supporting a garment and aligning a frame thereon. Barlow illustrates a 
screenprinting frame registration system. Diaz illustrates a garment including a 
screenprinted and embroidered decoration.
